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Meet Should Open 
‘Within 3 Weeks,’ 
President Says 


WASHINGTON (INS)— 
President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hewer proposed to Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
Saturday that scientific ex- 
perts of the U.S. and Rus- 
sia meet in Geneva “within 
three weeks” to discuss 
controls for policing a nu- 
Clear test ban. 


The Chief Executive, in a 
personal note to Khrushchev, 
also opened the way for scien- 
tifle experts of other Free 
World countries such as Brit- 
ain, France, Canada and Japan 
to contribute to the study. 

The President asked that 
Russia choose a team of its own 
nuclear technicians for the pro- 
posed Geneva meeting “on the 
basis of special competence so 
as to assure that we get scien- 
fie, not political, conclusions.” 

Eisenhower told Khrushchev: 
“lL also suggest that the experts 
should be asked to make an 
initial progress report within 30 
davs after convening and to aim 
at a final report within 60 days 
or a8 soon thereafter as possi- 
bie,” 

The letter was delivered at 
the Kremlin Saturday morning 
by US. Ambassador Liewelyn 


Thompson. 
It was an acknowledgment of 
Khrushchey’'s acceptance on 


May 9 of one small portion of a 
series of U.S. proposals for in- | 


ternational agreement 
clear disarmament 
tion systems. 

Khrushchev accepted only the 
Suggestion that technical studies 
be held to determine methods 
for detecting possible Violations 
of an agreement on cessation of 
nuclear tests. 

Regarding suggested inclusion 
of scientific experts from other 
Free World countries, White 
Mouse news secretary James 
Hagerty said that representation 
of scientists from other Com- 
munist bloc countries “would be 
up to Russia.” 

The heart of the President's 
brief letter was contained In 
these words: 

“Experts from our side will 
be prepared to meet with ex- 
perts from your side at Geneva, 
if the Swiss Government agrees, 
wihin three weeks of our learn- 
ing whether these arrange- 
ments are acceptable to you, 

“On our side, experts would 
be chosen on the basis of 
Special competence. I have in 
mind, for example, experts who 
might be contributed not only 
from the United States but 
from the United Kingdom which, 
like the Soviet Union and the 
United States, has conducted 
Nuclear tests, and from France, 
which has advanced plans for 
testing, and possibly from other 
countries having experts who 
are advanced in knowledge of 
how to detect nuciear tests. 

“We assume that the experts 
on the side of the Soviet Union 
would be similarly chosen on 
the basis of special competence

Plane Attacks U.K.

In Death of Japan Scientist 


SAN FRANCISCO (INS5)— 
The death of a prominent Japa 
nese scientist, whose body was 
found beneath the open window 
of his second story San Fran- 
cisco hotel room, was ascribed 
by San Francisco police Satur- 


day to “either suicide, jliness 
or accident.” 
The police homicide squad 


had originally been called into 
the case because coroner Henry 
Turkel found what he thoug?t 
to be suspicious bruises on the 
throat and groin of Dr. Masashi 
Enami, 44. 

Dr. Enami, a professor of 
roology at Gumma University in 
Japan, was en route to an in- 
ternational symposium on com- 
parative endocrinology in New 
York, sponsored by Columbia 
University. His expenses for the 
trip had been paid jointly by 
the Japan Science Council and 
Columbia University. 

He arrived in San Francisco 
via Japan Air Lines Thursday 
night, said he felt ill and would 
remain in San Francisco over- 
night, and shortly afterward 
registered at the Kusano Hotel 
on Ellis Street. His body was 
found on the concrete outside 


the hotel shortly after mid-j 
night. 
Homicide inspector Walter 


Kracke, after checking evidence 
at the hotel, concluded that the 
Japanese scientist simply had 
gone out the window after 
opening it and had fallen 15 
feet to his death on the side- 
walk below. The victim died of 
a fractured akuil.

BUENOS AIRES (AP) — A 
mystery submarine was attack- 
ed by Argentine destroyers and 
possibly sunk off Argentina's 
southern coast Wednesday, Pres- 
ident Arturo Frondizi announc- 
ed Friday. 

There was unofficial specula- 
tion that it might have been a 
Soviet prowler but the Russian 
Embassy discounted that possi- 
bility. 


Argentina’s top naval officer 
said he thought it was “an un- 
friendly submarine making sur- 
veys of the Argentine south 
Atlantic Coast.” 


Rear Adm. Isaac Rojas, who 
played a key role in the ouster 
of Dictator Juan Peron in 1955 
and later served as Vice Presi- 
dent, went on to say he had “no 
doubt at all that a submarine 
was detected.”

Gen. Pedro Eugenio 
Aramburo, provisione! president 
since 1955. handed over the gov- 
ecmment after Dr. Frondizis 
eiec tion. 

The party in power represents 
the center—tiberal political doc- 
trime. Im the international field, 
according to the statements 
made Oy De. Fromedizi and his 
fellow supporters, Argentina is

understood to be aligned with 
the free countries of the world 
in efforts to consolidate peace. 


Argentina, great producer and 
exporter of meat, wool, hides, 
wheat. maize, and other grains, 
under the new Government 
obviously will try to expand its 
foreign markets, and in ex- 
change import machinery and 
know-how which is vital for 
the development of her indus- 
tries. Foreign investments ap- 
plied to creative enterprises will 
be welcomed. Argentina has 
gone through a difficult eco- 
nomic period. Everything 
points in the direction of a new 
era of prosperity. 

The basic problems of Argen- 
tina are all of them related to 
a condition of economic expan- 
sion, and the Government has 
already taken measures to corm- 
bet inflation, ana stimulate pro- 
duction and a general reorgan!- 
sation of international trade. It 
ie also understood that the 
Argentira belance of trade has 
been adversely affected by world 
prices, a condition especially

According t the Central 
Bank, Argentina in 1957 Incur- 
red a trade deficit amounting in 
the dollar area to $157 million, 
a position that compelled her 
to buy in other areas certain 
materials owing to the holdings 
of exchanges of other currency, 
and it le expected that this new 
pattern in the international 
trade will have a beneficial 
effect during the year 1958, 


It is obviously in the interest 
of Argentina to increase ite 
international trade, and the 
Government is taking all possl- 
ble measures in that direction. 
Japan, as a traditional customer 
of Argentina and supplier of 
machinery, steel, and iron, ocou- 
ples a very outetanding piace 
in this acheme for the future, 
which will mean a bigger and 


better trade between the two 
countries. 
It tle understood that the 


negotiations which are taking 
place in Buenos Aires between 
Japanese delegates and Argen. 
tines, for drafting the payments 
agreement between the two 
countries, may explore the pos- 
sibilities of expanding the Japa- 
nese market for Argentine can- 
ned meat, wheat, and other pri- 
mary products. A readjust- 
ment on maritime transporta- 
tion ought to pave the way in 
this direction. 


The coming maiden trip of 
the vessel “Argentina Maru” is 
anticipated with keen interest 
in Argentina, as news has al- 
ready reached Buenos Altres 
about the comfort, beauty and 
modernity of this new vessel. 
The inauguration of this ship 
will be an asset for closer rela- 
tions between Argentina and 
Japan. 

Everything points in the di- 
rection that the new Argentine 
Government just inaugurated 
will take a stand on foreign 
trade and cultural intercourse 
which will further intensify 
friendiy relations with Japan.

CATRO (INS)—The industri | 
ous Japanese, spanning 6,000 
miles of ocean, appear héeaded 
today for the role of a new eco 


nomic power in the Middle | 
East. 
The latest Japanese 


“triumph” is a 44% year off- 
shore concession from the weal- 
thy little sheikhdom of Kuwait 
along the oil-bubbling Persian 
pulf, 

This follows by five months 
a similar deal with Saudi Ara 


bia, thus giving the Japanese 
investors uncontested oil ex- 
ploration and development 


rights for the offshore area in 
the so-called “neutral zone” be- 
tween Saudi Arabia and Ku 
wait. 

These were the first conces 
sions ever given by the rulers 
of these two Persian Gulf poli- 


tical divisions wo = interests 
other than British and Amert 
can. 

The Japanese bidders, head. 
ed by ofl executive Taro Yama- 
shita, won over such powerful 
British interests as Shell Ot 


and reportedly over a wealthy 
group of Americans headed by

The Americans and British 


were reported to have offered 
big bonuses to Kuwait's ruling 
Sheikh, Abdullah As-Salim As 
Sabah. 

Formal announcement of the 
Japanese - Kuwaiti concession 
coincided with a Cairo report 
that several Japanese firms 
have offered to invest nearly 
$15 million in the development 
of Egypt's marine wealth. The 
plan, according to Egyptian 
sources, envisages the creation 
of a shipping fleet in the Red 
Sea and the establishment of 
small fish canneries. 

The United Arab Republic's 
Minister of Industry Aziz Sidky 
has announced that the Japa- 
nese are considering aiding 
Egypt in 17 different industrial 
development projects. 

Western observers take a 
favorable view of the Japa- 
nese “invasion” of the Middle 
East. 

They note that the Japanese 
appear to be promoting healthy 
economic competition in the 
area by offering terms more at- 
tractive than the dominant 
British and American oil firms.

Laid on Hours 
In H.K. Mills 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter)—A 
Labor M. P., Ernest Thornton, 
complained in the House 
Commons Friday that women in 
textile factories of the British 
colony of Hongkong were work- 
ing 12 hours a day 7 days 4 
week. 

Thornton, who recently visit- 
ed Asia as a trade union dele 
gate, said he had toured India, 
Pakistan, Japan and South Ko- 
rea. Nowhere else in Asia, €X- 
cept in South Korea had he 
found women working 12-hour 
shifte—and 40 per cent of the 
workers In Hongkong textile 
factories were women. 

He estimated that the average 
hours worked in the Hongkong 
mille were 656 a week, That 
meant the operatives worked 
more hours a week than was 
permitted by law in Britain 
more than 100 years ago when 
working conditions were bad. 
“The hours of work in Hong- 
kong are the worst in Asia and 
probably the worst in the 
world,” he said. The House of 
Commons “should not tolerate 
it.” 

Undersecretary for the Colo- 
nies John Profumo, said the 
Hongkong Government was 
drafting an employment bill to 
see how far hours and condi 
tions could be further controlled 
by legislation. 

He said most workers were 
provided with free accommoda- 
tion and subsidized meals. Free 
medical attention and welfare 
facilities were common features. 
One of the difficulties was that 
Hongkong was overcrowded. 
Nearly one-third of the popula- 
tion were refugees. The over- 
riding consideration was that 
long hours and low wages were 
preferable to unemployment. 
In opening the debate, Thorn- 
ton said he had earlier this year 
undertaken a special mission for 
the International Confederation 
of Free Trade Unions and the 
International Federation of 
Textile Workers Associations to 
Asia to make a survey of the 
textile industries and labor con- 
ditions there. 

The report he had to make 
would be on the agenda of the 
Asian Textile Workers Confer- 
ence to be held later this year.

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The Election and After 

The success of the Liberal-Democratic Party in Thurs-. 
day's general election was no sul prise. Tokvo iteelf showed 
practically no signs of political fervor. Indeed, until the 
last few dave. interest in the election was nowhere conspi- 
euous, but the actual turnout of electors on polling day 
was rather better than on previous occasions. 

The result of the election certainly proves, if nothing 
else. the falsity of the oft-repeated Communist assertions 
that the Kishi Government's policies are one thing and the 
desires of the Japanese people another. 

We may also, perhaps, deduce that Peiping’s attempts 
to influence the election had an effect opposite to what was 
intended and strengthened the desire of Japanese voters to 
see that the ruling party was maintained in power. The 
tirades against Prime Minister Kishi and the threat to do 
no more trade with this country have revealed only too 
clearly the real disposition of the Chinese Reds, 

The election passed off quietly, and the traditional po- 
liteness and courtesy of the Japanese people to one another 
was much in evidence. We regret to note, however, the 
jarge number of charges of violation of the election laws 
that have been made. We wonder sometimes if the election 
laws are not a little too strict and whether many of the 
violations are not committed unwittingly. Still, it is essen- 
tial that elections shall be as “clean” as they can be made 
and such offenses as “manipulating” documents and “treat- 
ing” voters cannot be condoned. 

Now that the election is over, we shall need to get down 
to the serious business of politics. As we have pointed out 
in this column before, the greatest interest in this country 
ut present is how political action can be made to benefit 
the nation’s economic situation. 

In the task before the new Government, there should 
be room for a certain cooperation of all the elements in the 
nation, including those whose political hopes were defeated 
at the polls. Although the leadership of the nation, in 
what will probably turn out to be somewhat difficult times, 
will be in the hands of the victorious party, that is no rea- 
son why those with different political conceptions should 
not cooperate whenever possible in measures for the general 
good of the nation. 

They may criticize but the criticism should be of a con- 
structive character and not offered from a captious party 
spirit. We sincereiy believe in a two-party system, but the 
essence of that system to our mind is that of those in power 
and those in opposition vying to find the best solution to 
national probleme 

Japan may be said to have now grown up in the prac- 
tice Of democratic action, and we hope that the next Diet 
will get down to work with a determination to create the 
mest effective legislation to meet the nation’s needs. 

A feature of the election was the big turnout of women 
voters. The increasing interest taken by Japanese women 
in political affairs ia, in our opinion, a commendable thing. 

The women of Japan are famous throughout the world 
for thetr Quafitier as housewives, and we have every rea- 
son to believe tivat they can exercise an equally good in- 
fluence on politics Although few women were actually 
elected to the Diet. the menfolk must needs bear in mind 
that the feminine half of the electorate will be watching to 
see that they do their duty by the nation’

Asian Broadcasters | 

Another international conference came and went iast 
week in Tokyo, probably before very many people were 
able to understand or appreciate its full implications, I

We trust that is unintentional, though, and we hope 
that out of these annual meetings there will very soon 
emerge some sort of permanent organization in which 


broadcasters from all the Asian countries will fully part. 
cipate, Certainly the size of this vear's gathering, in which 
I} nations were represented besides observers from 
others and UNESCO. proves that a bagis for this exists 
The potential here for good works is not to be under- 
estimated. It is expressed in the resolution “to continue 
and intensify their efforts to promote through radio and 
television broadcasting, mutual understanding and goodwill 
among the peoples of the area.” 
In the past several years there has been a real plethora 
of such resolutions. until the noble idea they state has be- 
come something of a cliche. This one, anyway more 
than the purpose; it offers a medium for attaining that. 
And an excelent medium itis, For « 
a mass scale, nothing can beat the radio. Television, with 
its added visual dimension, mav be better, but it will be 
some time before most Asians will see it. Here, to be sure 
is a future opportunity for exporting Japanese technical 
know-how and materials. 7 
But again, let us be forewarned against dominating the 
scene, Japanese broadcasters’ chief efforts should be direct- 
ed toward the immediate and practical idea of setting un a 
multi-nation exchange of cultural materials that can be used 
in broadcasts.

U.S. Aid to East 


More Liberal, Less Patronizing Attitude Would Bring Better Results 


TAIPEI—It tle high time for 


the United States Government 
to reexamine ite relations with 
the Asian nations in the light 


of the continuous aid programs 
io thie part of the world, 


Somehow there is a general 
feeling among influential Asian 
leaders today that while the 
United States aid ie vitally 
needed in their reepective coun- 
tries, the recipient countries are 
not too happy at the way that 
it is being administered. In 
several nations tn Asia which 
have won their independence 
only recentiy, American gener- 
osity has contributed greatly to- 
ward putting thelr local eco- 
nomies in the right gear. 

But the mere physical 
achievement of the United 
States ald is inadequate to off- 
set the phychological and emo- 
tional strains under which such 
asvistance is received in these 
antiCommunistic Asian coun- 
tries, To these proud Asian 
leaders, the acceptance of for 
elen aid means giving up certain 
ways of running their own gov- 
ernments in order to conform 
to the regulations. The aid re- 
quirements have sometimes 
been a cause of exasperation and 
a focal point of controversy be- 
tween the donor and the bene- 
ficiary. 

irked by Red Taupe 

One Asian leader contacted by 
the writer on a recent swing to 
Southeast Asia felt etrongly 
why back in Washington the 
officials have so much control 
over a regional project which is 
so close to the heart of the 
natives. To the sensitive 
Asians, it appears such impor- 
tant economic reconstruction 
problems should be executed 
and supervised locally without 
having to wait for every detail 


inetruction from thousands of 
miles away. 
Many Asians complained 


about the complicated red tapes 
attached to the aid procedures. 

They, of course, are not aware 
of the shadow of Congress which 
always puts the International 
Cooperation Administration and 
other related United States 
agencies to ask for anything 
which goes wrong out of tax- 
pavers’ money. The ICA, in 
order to protect Itself, is drown- 
ed in an intricate sea of inter- 
woven rules and routines that 
seem to require endiess paper 
work and patience to get any- 
thing done, the writer was told. 

Such a ponderous system of 
ail operations is apparentiy not 
winning any favor among the 
Asians. Observers pointed out 
that although the aid rerule- 
tions are to be observed by the 
recipients all over the world, 
there are many iocail factors 
which the policvwnakers im 
Washington might not be aware 
of. 


Fesides, they felt that the 
Americans are the least familier 
with the conditions in Asia. 
Most of the Westerners simply 
fo not understand well enough 
the Asian mentality and the wa‘ 
of colng things, they contended. 
As such. it would be desirabie 
to heed more the views and the 
conceptions of the Asians in- 
stead of trving to impose righ 
controls on a scene thet is as 
distant as ft is delicate. 

More Latitude 

The United States Congress, 
in approving aid to foreign coun. 
tries especially to Asia, 
ing to these observers. shouid 
give more tatitude to their own 
regional officials and to the na- 
tions concerned to decide what 
they need and how the programs 
should be tackled. 

American aid can bring far 
better results and win more 
friends if the approach is made 
more liberal and if in ite biue- 
printing anc implementation, 
utmost respect is paid to the 
views ot the Asian statesmen 
and experis on the spot. Fail- 
Ing to do so, aecording to the 
aurvey, the United States would 
net be cultivating a close tie 
of friendship and cooperation

The Asian peoples, being sen- 
sitive and highly nationalistic, 
do not iike to be reminded on 
every item of commodity they 
buy or every sack of flour they 
eat that their very existence de- 
pends on the kind-heartedness 
of the donors. 

A less regimented aid policy 
of course Would entail certain 
visks against misuse and even 
corruption by the recipient au- 
thorities. These observers con- 
tended that the United States, 
rather than risking popularity 
armong the Asians, should at 
least try on a liberal and flexible 
approach, 

Gambling on Aid 


After all, in many cases, the 
United States has been gambl- 
ing on its aid on the interna- 
tional chess board, especially 
toward winning over Commu- 
nist and neutral nations. Then 
why not try to win more friends 
from among the free and anti- 
Communist leaders by respect- 
ing more of the Asian views and 
sentiments, these commentators 
would like to know. 

In administering the United 


States aid, American officials 
may be oOverstressing on the 


materialistic side of the gigantic 
program. While the whole ope- 
ration should be handled in a 
business Way, there is also dan- 
ger in placing too much stress 
on the economic value, or mo- 
netary returns, of a certain pro- 
ject. To a backward or under- 
developed area, economic prog- 
ress is important but is not al- 
wavs the first consideration. It 
is true that the raising of the 
living standard of the poverty- 


stricken Asian peoples is the 
best wav to combat commun- 
iarn. 

To the Asians, however. the 


challenge to their new national- 


ism and the overwhelming 
Communist subversion present 
more real threats to their na- 


tional life than poverty which 
they have known for ages, these 
Asian political students believed. 

Hence in Asia, a mere eco 
nomic and military aid program 


je not sufficient to check the 
rising wave of communism up- 
surge. The present United 
States ald program must be 


strengthened by a third fnspir- 
ing foree—the cultural-informa- 
tional front. 

The current § informational 
program is described as being 
tailored too much to the West- 
ern taste and lacks a popular 
Oriental touch. It has little ver- 
nacular aypeal to the man in 
the street in Asia. 

Rest Remedy 

The best remedy is to deve- 
lop more native talents and to 
listen to the advice of local in- 
tellectuals. In many Asian 
lands the struggle for ideological 
and information freedom is still 
left in a state of vacuum. The 
torch of liberty is not burning 
as bright as it should be. 

American aid officials working 
in the Asian theater were urged 
by the political observers, the 
writer had come to know during 
the tour of Asia, to have 4 
broader vision of the ultimate 
aim they hope to achieve 
through their activities which 
are still very limited In scope. 
They were asked to make a 
closer study of the realities of 
the life of the natives. 

Much of the success of the 
aid program depends on per- 
sonal touches and human rela- 
tions. This is the best way to 
dispel distrust and suspicion in 
Asia where language and cus- 
toms barriers still seem to be a 
stumbling block to wider under- 
standing. 

The American officials In the 
field have been asked to act 
more as selfless missionaries and 
educators in order to win the 
hearts of the natives. It is in 
such dedicated spirit of service, 
instead of adopting a patroniz- 
ing or godfatherly attitude, that 
whatever assistance the Ameri- 
can taxpayers are prepared to 
give to Free Asia will get its 
maximum possible returns, not 
only in material accomplish- 
ment but also in increasing 
goodwill and popularity.

Kiri Boxes 

The Japanese people have a 
habit of placing things they 
value in boxes, very often made 
elaborately. Presents given to 
others are always boxed. Some- 
times these boxes are very 
costly, becoming almost fine 
works of art themselves, with 
lacquered or carved designs. 


Family treasures and art 
works are therefore always 
placed in boxes. Each picture, 
each porcelain dish, each piece 
of sculpture, each precious book 
even, has its own box. Very 
valuable pieces of art are 
placed in two or three boxes, 
one inside the other, and there 
are even cases where a work 
of art is put in five or six 
boxes, made of different wood. 

Various kinds of hard wood 
are used but kiril (paulownia) 
wood ig very widely used. 
Japanese tansu or chests of 
drawers for keeping kimono 
are always made of this wood. 


Kirl grows quickly and in 


‘rural districts the parents used 


to plant one kiri for each new- 
born girl, so that by the time 
the girl reaches the age of mar- 
riage, the tree would be big 
enough to make a chest of draw- 
ers for her wedding. 


There is a good reason for 
using kuri wood to make tansu 
and bones for valuables. It is 
soft and light, but when the 
wood is charred by fire, the sur- 
face turrs into very fine ashes 
that s*ck together very firmly. 
So the heat does not penetrate 
and the things inside are pro- 
tected. 


Particularly when valuables 
are placed in many boxes of dif- 
ferent wood, they are well pro- 
tected from accidental breakage 
or fire damage. Thus all art ob- 
jects are placed in wooden 
boxes, agd taken out only when 
they are to be viewed or shown,

How Much Blood? 


fallen enemies apparently about 
to suffer even more than they 
have suffered already? 

Look to the other end of the 
Soviet empire, and you find a 
possible answer. In the first 
place, any Soviet ruler in 
Khrushchev's shoes must al- 
wavs think first about the 
Chinese Communists when he 
adjusts his imperial policies. 
In the second place, he owes 
the Chinese a lot. After he 
visited Peiping with Bulganin 
and Mikoyan, the Chinese sup- 
ported Khrushchev in the 1955 
convulsion in*the Kremlin that 
inaugurated the Krush-and- 
Bulge phase of Soviet politics, 

The situation of the Chinese 
Communists can in turn be 
rather simply summed up in a 
single, terrible sentence. They 
are in fact trying to do what 
Josef Stalin did, with many 
fewer assets to facilitate their 


task. 
Stalin's achievement was the 
rapid, massive  industrializa- 


tion of his country, financed by 
a ruthless cut in the Russian 
standard of living, and en- 
forced by bloody massacres. Yet 
in Stalin’s Russia, the standard 
of life was far higher than the 
Chinese standard today. Rus- 
sia had a wealth of untapped 
natural resources, both in land 
and minerals, that China can- 
not boast. And Russia’s popu- 
lation was not growing at the 
fearful rate of 15 million souls 
per annum. 


Like Stalin himself in the 
first five-year-plan period, the 
Chinese have done their best to 
do without massacres. They 
have raised their agricultural 
output and improved their in- 
dustry in a dramatic manner. 
Yet the increase of China's na- 
tional product has not even kept 
pace with the increase of 
China's population. The Chi- 
nese people are still growing 
poorer, not richer. This fact 
has been gloomily admitted by 
the Chinese leaders themselves, 
to the Yugoslavs, among others, 
before Chinese-Yugoslav friend- 
ship began to cool. 

In this painful situation, the 
Chinese leaders can modify 
their ambitious plan so dras- 
tically that it will amount to a 
modification of the system it- 
self. Or they can do what 
Stalin did in 1932, 

In other words, they can get 
a standard of life with com- 
plete ruthlessness, in order to 
gain more investment funds. 


And they can make a starving 
nation both work and obey by 
strewing the landscape with 
corpses. But the 20 million 
corpses that were enough in 


Russia will probably not be 
half enough, or a quarter 
enough, in China. 

The trend in Peiping is 


clearly indicated by the power- 
ful Stalinist revival that has 
been going on, by fits and 
starts, ever since Mao Tse- 
tung’s “hundred flowers” had 
their heads cut off. Nikita 
Khrushchev cannot ignore the 
trend in Peiping, which means 
that he cannot any longer tol- 
erate the degree of freedom en- 
joyed by the Yugoslavs and 
Poles. And if Khrushchev ad- 
justs his imperial policy to suit 
the Chinese, why should not the 
Chinese help Khrushchev in the 
unending struggle in the Krem- 
lin? 

This is one reading of the 
mystery, at any rate, which 
both covers all the known points 
and makes a kind of grisly 
sense.
